
Local officer wins silver at World Police and Fire Games

There had been many times 
Sgt. Ray Gaultier of the Didsbury 
RCMP had challenged his new 
constables to an arm wrestle. This 
time he challenged the world. 

Gaultier claimed himself a sil¬ 
ver medal at the World Police and 
Fire Games competition last week. 

So last week he brought home 
the medal and says it was an op¬ 
portunity for him to prove to the 
staff under him that he is still 
"young and agile.” 

On that Sunday, Gaultier wres¬ 
tled more than six strong men at 
the Hard Rock Cafe in Calgary. 
He says at first he was not doing 
so well but he soon caught his 
stride and began to dominate. 

Gaultier did not always just 
arm wrestle for fun. He was the 
Alberta Champion in 1977 and 
has refereed contests over the 
years. 

"But, I haven’t done a whole lot 
since then," he says. That is, until 
he made a last minute decision to 
enter the Games only two days 
before the ompetition. He figured 
with the work out he's been get¬ 
ting from building his new house 
he stood a chance. 

"I'd been toying with for a long 
time.. Then I thought in my life¬ 
time this will be the only time the 
competition will be close enough 
to home that I can attend, so I 
did," says Gaultier. He competed 
in the Masters class in the over 
200 pounds category. 

He reports he was not doing so 
Well and had fallen into the B 
competition but, he started to re¬ 
member what he had done to be 
such an effective competitor so 
many years ago. 

"A lot of things I had forgotten 
about started to come back to me. 
After I got smoked a few times I 
started to change my technique," 
he says. He believes the sport of 
arm wrestling is 70% technique 
and 30% strength contrary to what 
some would believe. 

"You have to use the table to 
your advantage," he says. He did 
exactly that. Unfortunately the 
technique was not quite enough 
to beat his last competitor for the 
gold. The last match was between 
Gaultier and 350 pound correc¬ 
tions officer from Colorado 
Springs. As he approached the 
table he says he looked at the 
competition and thought, "Oh no, 
this can't be him." 

"His arms were basically the 
size of my legs. There was clearly 
no match. I could never be good 
enough to beat that last guy." 

Gaultier is more than happy 
with his silver medal and so are 
his colleagues in the detachment. 

He says probably the best part

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of the trip to the games was the 
chance to meet people in the 
same profession from around the 
world. "It's like a big fraternity,” 
he says. 

And true to the reputation of 
a fraternity the whole event was 
a big party. 

"The crowd cheered on pretty 
good... The New Zealand crowd 
seemed to be fun loving types," 
he adds that the Australians and 
New Zealanders were quite ob¬ 
viously rooting for the Canadian 
competitors. 

Some of the more interesting 
people Gaultier met were a fire 
fighter from Nashville, a Que¬ 
bec City police officer and a whole 
team of Australians. 

"I liked their accent. It was 
pretty neat." 

As for Gaultier's future at 
the arm wrestling table, he says 
he won't be competing in the 
next games but he will continue 
to show the young constables in 
the office that he's still got "it." 

In the meantime he will rest 
up his arms. "I'm still pretty 
sore," he says rubbing his upper 


School Board hires Internal 
mediator to sort out problems

A mediator was appointed to 
attempt to quell some of the re¬ 
cent upheaval at the Chinook's 
Edge School Board. 

The board voted, unanimously 
in favor of the appointment at 
their Thursday meeting. 

George Kupfer of Calgary will 
have the undaunting task of try¬ 
ing to bring the board together as 
one unified decision making force. 

According to local Didsbury 
trustee, Deb Cousins, the board 
decided some time ago that some 
sort of mending of the divided 
board needed to take place to make 
them functional for the students 
they represent. They went to the 
Alberta School Board's Associa¬ 
tion to request the suggestion of a 
qualified third party to enter the 


"He'll be kind of like a juror 
who doesn't know the division 
and hasn't been reading the news 
who can be the objective person 
in all of this,” said Cousins Fri¬ 
day. , 

Some of the recent perceived 
problems that have come for¬ 
ward in the past couple of months 
include a lack of communication 
on behalf of the board and ad¬ 
ministration, trustees fighting 
amongst themselves, questions 
regarding the budget and per¬ 
sonal conflicts of interest, and 
the resignations of four assist¬ 
ant superintendents. 

The appointment of a media¬ 
tor will come at an extra cost to 
the board, however, Cousins feels 
the cost will be worth it in the 
end. 

"I hope a healing process will 


come out of this to put the divi¬ 
sion back on firm ground and 
headed towards a better future," 
said Cousins who has been one 
of the trustees who has had very 
vocal concerns about the opera¬ 
tions of the board. 

She explains this person will 
come into the board and speak to 
each of the board members and 
administration individually. 

"Then, he will facilitate the 
board resolving some of our 
more heated issues," said Cous¬ 
ins. 

Once he has tried to create 
some amends amongst the 
board the will branch into the 
office support staff and work 
with them to resolve as many 
issues as possible.

The decision will be made in a 
couple of weeks.

The investigation has revealed a north bound Ford pickup truck 
driven by Leighton Nunn, 18, of Vanderhoof, B.C, lost control and 

crossed the grass median of the freeway. The truck was air borne and landed in the south bound 
lane, on top of another car. 

The driver of the south bound Chrysler, Robert Williamson, 65, of Madden, Alberta, was 
fatally injured in the collision and died at the scene. His passenger, Faye Williamson, his wife, 
62, was transported to Foothills Hospital in Calgary and was listed in serious but stable 
condition. 

The driver of the truck also died from his injuries. 

The collision is still under investigation. 

Both Nunn and Mrs. Williamson were transported by STARS air ambulance. 

The south bound lanes of the highways were closed for approximately four hours and traffic 
was rerouted around the collision scene. 

No charges will be forthcoming.

Manning’s astonishing re¬ 
versal begs the question: “why 
did he do it?” 

His position is that pressure from 
the Reform caucus and the party’s 
rank and file made him do it. 

Others will wonder whether the 
answer is simpler—that he has 
caught the "Ottawa Disease”. 

Manning went to Ottawa to 
change the system. It may be that 
instead the system has changed him.

RECOGNIZING COLORS 


People who have difficulty 
recognizing colors are 
commonly said to be color 
blind Yet, the term color blind 
is very inaccurate Only very 
few people are so totally color 
blind that they see the world as 
a black and white photograph 
This very rare condition 
usually accompanies other 
vision defects such as 
nystagmus (rapid eye 
oscillations) and poor sight 

Generally, the problem is a 
color deficiency which makes 
certain colors or certain shades 
hard to recognize. About one 
in twelve men have some form 
of color deficiency, while only 
one woman in two hundred 


suffer from this disturbance It 
is a genetic defect, always 
affects both eyes, and does not 
change appreciably during a 
lifetime 

Although there is no "cure" 
for the problem, there is some 
interesting work being done in 
helping the individual 
compensate for his or her 
deficiency

Ralph 
would have me committed.) We 
should at least be grateful and 
pleased with Mark’s offer and 
we are really, but still we daw¬ 
dle over our decision, find one 
more job that has to be done 
before we go, delay actually 
packing anything. 

There are a couple of rea¬ 
sons for our peculiar attitude, 
one of them is that we go away 
so seldom that we are not very 
good at it and the other is that it 
is early July and probably the 
most beautiful time of the year 
here and we hate to miss any of 
it. This season is our reward for 
the rotten winter. The garden 
that only weeks ago was an icy 
wasteland has changed to rich 
black earth and is now a gor¬ 
geous pattern of straight rows 
in thirty shades of green. We 
have been eating spinach sal¬ 
ads and radishes for some time 
and now we are into several 
varieties of lettuce, tiny green 
onions, parsley and watercress. 
The petunias are a riot of color, 
the dahlias are starting to bloom 
and every new blossom is a de¬ 
lightful surprise, the early roses 
are doing great and the later 
ones are full of buds. What if 
the deer eat the buds while I’m 
away. What if Mark forgets to 
water the tomato on the deck? 
It drinks about a gallon a day. 

At six this morning I stood at 
the patio doors and looked out at 
the garden. A female ruby- 
throated hummingbird zoomed 


into the feeder and fed contentedly 
not two feet from my nose. While 
we were having breakfast a hum¬ 
mer came in and then as it left we 
saw the unmistakable flash of 
bronze-gold light that signalled a 
rufous. He has been back several 
times this morning getting bolder 
with every visit. If we had been in 
the Arabian Nights Suite we would 
have missed him. I will have to 
clean and fill the hummingbird 
feeder before we go. In hot weather 
a hummingbird feeder should be 
cleaned and filled with a three to 
one sugar solution made from 
boiled water, at least every third 
day. Leaving the nectar too long 
allows it to ferment and or mold 
and this is not the sort of food one 
wants to offer special guests. 

We had more lady's slippers 
this year than I can ever remem¬ 
ber, more shooting stars and clouds 
of Canada anemone and white 
violets. Where the roadsides were 
not sprayed by the county the wild 
roses are wonderful and here and 
there stand great nodding bunches 
of blue lungwort. This is not go¬ 
ing to change much in the few 
days we will be away and if we are 
lucky we will see different 
wildflowers than the ones here at 
home. Several years ago we were 
amazed at the number of orange 
lilys near Athabasca. Cactus could 
be blooming in the east country 
and there should be heart leafed 
arnica and lots of fireweed if we 
took the Yellowhead. Oh it would 
be nice to go far away for a few 
days and just as soon as I finish 
changing all the beds and scrub¬ 
bing the bathrooms and wiping 
the floors I really will go down¬ 
stairs and get a suitcase. That 
reminds me there is some damp¬ 
ened ironing downstairs I had 
better do that first, but then I 
really will get a suitcase and.... 

Our friend and neighbour 
Lionel Bird is a successful, con¬ 
tented and happy man, but not 
an enthusiastic traveller.

Here’s a great recipe to use for that fish you catch this summer ! Even if you don’t catch your 
own, you can use this with halibut or other white fish fillets. The fish can be 
cooked over an open fire, if you’re camping or on the barbecue at home. 


Peppered Halibut 


1 red pepper 

1 tsp. each of: paprika, curry powder, cayenne 
1 green pepper 

1 onion 

Salt and pepper to taste 

2 stalks celery 
2/3 c. white wine 

1 tomato 

4 Halibut steaks 

2 tsp. margarine, low-fat 
Sprinkle of paprika/pepper 
1 tsp. parsley 

Canola oil 


1. Cut peppers, onion, and celery into thin strips. 

2. Chop the tomato into big chunks. 

3. Melt margarine in skillet and add cut veggies with spices/white wine. 

4. Simmer while preparing fish: brush fish with oil and sprinkle with paprika/pepper. BBQ 
until fish is opaque and flakes easily - about 4 min. each side. 

5. To serve, place a steak on each plate and spoon veggies on top along with pan juices. 


Changes: You can also broil the fish in the oven if you’d rather not BBQ. 



TIP of the week: Watch that price of the red peppers - mid-summer is when they’re about 
the lowest. Buy a bunch, cut into strips and dry - by microwave or food dryer and store in 
the freezer. It’s great to havered peppers ( and green ! ) available in mid-winter !

Three children from Neudorf Hutterite Colony, southeast of Carstairs, watch in fascination as 
representatives from a Saskatchewan company demonstrate new technology for the smell reduction 
of livestock sewage lagoons. The Highline Bale Pro 6600 self feeds round bales of straw and sprays 
them onto the lagoon in a layer about three to six inches deep. The bale Pro sprays up to 100 feet 
across the 6 million gallon lagoon. The coverage of this pond took the better part of a day. When 
the lagoon is being drained for spraying on the fields the straw is simply agitated into the mixture. 
"The idea of using straw to cover a lagoon has been around for years but, no one has ever 
manufactured a machine specifically for that purpose before," said County Councillor, Ben Penner 
who also watched the demonstration and was impressed with the equipment. Some members of the 
public showed up to take the before and after "smell test."

Irrigation creates 
millions in tourism 


Albertans and other Cana¬ 
dians may not realize it, but a 
major portion of the recrea¬ 
tion and tourism industries 
in Southern Alberta would 
not exist without irrigation. 
It's estimated $236 million a 
year is generated by the use of 
these man-made bodies of 
water. 

"When you look at a map of 
the province of Alberta," 
points out Stan Klassen, ex¬ 
ecutive director of the Alberta 
Irrigation Projects Associa¬ 
tion. "Virtually all of the 
standing water south of the 
City of Red Deer that people 
are recreating at are part of 
the irrigation infrastructure." 

Most people tend to think 
irrigation is just for agricul¬ 
ture. One reason is that many 
irrigation reservoirs hap¬ 
pened to be called lakes. 

He describes Chestermere 
Lake as Calgary's playground 
while tourists from all over 
enjoy such areas as Stafford 


Lake, near Lethbridge, Little 
Bow and Lake Newell at 
Brooks, which is the largest 
irrigation reservoir in South¬ 
ern Alberta. 

"Many people don't even re¬ 
alize that out on the bald prai¬ 
rie these lakes just didn't hap¬ 
pen to be there," observes 
Klassen. 

Parks have developed 
around these "lakes" where 
visitors enjoy boating, fishing, 
camping, water-skiing, wind 
surfing and swimming. 

Forty per cent of Southern 
Alberta's angler days are spent 
on irrigation reservoirs and 
canals. 

Irrigation has created a set¬ 
ting for bird watchers, points 
out Klassen. In the Lake 
Newell area alone there are 
now 230 species of birds, many 
of which wouldn't be there 
without water. In landlocked 
Alberta, irrigation attracted 
Glascon company, a speedboat 
builder located in Lethbridge.

good feeling associated with 
knowing you have done some¬ 
thing to protect yourself as well 
as those who depend on you. 

Always take protective 
clothing to the field with you 
in case of trouble and store it 
in a covered container outside 
the cab. Layered clothing is 
best in preventing chemicals 
from penetrating the skin. 
Cloth or disposable coveralls 
over regular clothing for ex¬ 
ample. Farmers tend to have a 
"collection" of caps, so put on a 
clean one once or twice daily 
and launder the contaminated 
ones. They come through the 
process well if allowed to drip 
dry. A water resistant hat is 
safest, along with rubber boots 
and neoprene gloves. Anything 
leather absorbs chemicals 
readily and should be avoided. 
Choose a lapped zipper on your 
coveralls as open zippers will 


admit chemicals more readily, 
and always pull the sleeves 
and pant legs of coveralls over 
gloves and rubber boots. Cov¬ 
eralls can be easily checked for 
how tightly woven the cloth is 
by holding them up to the light. 
A tightly woven cloth will not 
allow as much light or chemi¬ 
cals to pass through. Clothes 
should be washed daily. Al¬ 
ways store personal protective 
equipment outside of the 
chemical storage area. 

Gas permeable or soft con¬ 
tact lenses should not be worn 
because those lenses can ab¬ 
sorb chemical fumes or va¬ 
pours. Shower immediately 
after spraying and be sure to 
shampoo your hair and clean 
under your fingernails. Put on 
clean clothes and always re¬ 
member to save hugs from fam¬ 
ily members until after your 
all cleaned up.

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Agriculture Ministers set sights on markets 


Canada's agriculture ministers 
are committed to building on the 
record $20 billion in export sales 
the country's agriculture and agri¬ 
food sector achieved last year. A 
target that was reached four years 
ahead of schedule. This represents 
a 50% increase over the 1993 ex¬ 
ports, the year in which the target 
was set by industry. 

At their annual two day meet¬ 
ing, federal, provincial, and terri¬ 
torial agriculture ministers re¬ 
ceived specific action plans for 
eight priority export markets that 
could see Canadian agri-food trade 
increase significantly beyond the 
$20 billion target. Ministers are 
looking to industry to set specific 
new targets for the year 2000 and 
beyond. 

The action plans, which were 
drawn up in consultation with 
the sector, target specific markets 
where tremendous opportunities 
for trade and market development 
exist. The markets targeted as 
priorities are : United States, Ja¬ 
pan, EU, China, South Korea, 
Taiwan, Mexico and Brazil. Min¬ 
isters recognized that emerging 
markets are also important to the 
agri-food sector. Officials were re¬ 
quested to prepare action plans 
for these emerging markets for 
review in 1998. 

Ministers stressed the impor¬ 
tance of effective international 
trade agreements and noted the 
growing importance of agricul¬ 
tural trade for Canada. They 
agreed that Canadian interna¬ 
tional negotiating positions and 
strategic will be developed in con¬ 
sultation and collaboration with 
the provinces and industry. 

Ministers pointed to the suc¬ 
cessful NAFTA panel defence of 
the Canadian position on dairy 
and poultry tariffs as a close and 
effective collaborative effort 
among the federal and provincial 
governments and industry that 
will serve as the standard for fu¬ 
ture multilateral and bilateral 
negotiations. 

Ministers stressed the impor¬ 
tance of full and effective consul¬ 
tations with provinces and all agri¬ 
food sectors to identify Canadian

The report, which will soon be 
made public, is expected to gener¬ 
ate discussion and input from in¬ 
dustry. 

Ministers agreed to have fur¬ 
ther discussions on western grain 
transportation. They also agreed 
to set up a federal-provincial work¬ 
ing group to identify and suggest 
ways to reduce the regulatory bur¬ 
den and transportation costs of feed 
grain in eastern Canada. 

Consultations with industry 
will take place on the principles to 
broaden the agreement on inter¬ 
nal trade to reduce barriers to agri¬ 
food trade in the Canadian mar¬ 
ket. 

Ministers reconfirmed the im¬ 
portance of the Canadian farm 
safety net program in reducing risk 
and endorsement was given on a 
work plan for the review of the 
program for completion of consola¬ 
tions and the final plan by July 
1998. 

On wildlife an waterfowl dam¬ 
age to crops, the ministers recog¬ 
nized this was a societal issue and 
there is need to increase public 
awareness.
